chell defense turned the tables on 
the arm y prosecution at the Mitchell 
court m artial today, forcing adm is­ 
sions from Brigadier General Leroy 
Eltinge, army witness, favorable to 
the Hying- colonel’s case. 
Under questioning 
by M itchell’s 
counsel, Hep. F ra n k Reid, republican 
of Illinois, Eltinge testified that the 
com mandant of the 
H aw aiian 
Is­ 
lands garrison had failed to provide 
joint 
practice 
maneuvers 
between 
the arm y and navy. 
One of Mitchell’s charges was that 
th ere was a total lack of co-opera­ 
tion between the arm y and navy at 
tile recent Hawaiian maneuvers. E l­ 
tinge said the 
island 
co m m andant 
“failed” in his duties in not holding 
practice. 


W ashington, Nov. 27.— Brigadier 
General Leroy Eltinge was called to 
the witness stand in 
Col. 
William 
Mitchell’s court martial today as the 
first gun of the prosecution’s counter 
offensive. 
Michell's 
opposition 
sought 
to 
d raw from Eltinge, 
former 
arm y 
general staff officer in charge of war 
plans, testimony th a t plans for de­ 
fense of the H aw aiian Islands in case 
of war were In existence. 
Mitchell 
has charged there are no such plans. 
The prosecution introduced papers, 
which, it is said, contained a secret 
project for defense of the key islands 
of th e Pacific. 
Representative 
F ra n k 
R. 
Reid, 
M itchell’s .counsel, inspected 
them 
an d immediately charged “ th ere 
is 
not a w ar plan in the papers.’’ They 
provide “ certain th in gs for the Is­ 
land of Oahu, but that is all,” Reid 
asserted. 
Reid’s statem ent caused the court 
to become confused over the contents 
of the papers and Maj. F rancis B. 
Wilby, general staff officer conduct­ 
ing the case, explained that they con­ 
tained a w ar project for Hawaii and 
no plans for the defense. 
Wilby first tried to get th e project 
on record by 
questioning 
Eltinge, 
but his move was halted by Reid s 
objections. 
Reid threw the court in an uproar 
w h en he askefl if the court was of 
ferin g its testimony “ in mitigatio 
or extenuation of the acts 
of 
the 
general staff.” 
Col. Sherman Moreland, judge ad 
vocate, explained t h a t all of the wit 
nesses to be called would offer testi 
mony in rebuttal of Mitchell’s evi 
tie nee. 
“ As we are going to deny,” said 
Moreland, “ w hat may be w orth y of 
denial of testimony and evidence of­ 
fered by the defense.” 
“ This is the first time in history,’ 
Reid interrupted, “ that I have heard 
of an attem pt to rebut evidence of­ 
fered in mitigation. 
Mitigation is a 
request for mercy and leniency and 
cannot be rebutted. 
“ You have turned this case up­ 
side down and now we are the prose­ 
cutors and you are on the defensive.” 
Col. Blanton Winship, law m em­ 
ber, indicating th a t he would over­ 
rule 
Reid, 
announced 
the 
court 
would settle the evidence controver­ 
sy later. 
The questioning of Eltinge on the 
H aw aiian defense prgoram was a b a n ­ 
doned when the court upheld R eid’s 
contention that “ the war plans th e m ­ 
selves are th e best 
evidence 
and 
should be produced.” 
W ilby, who is not a lawyer, made 
little progress with his examination 
due to the m ultitude of objections 
by Reid. 
As Wilby started to ques­ 
tion Eltinge on the functions of the 
joint a r m y and 
navy 
aeronautical 
board. Maj. H enry Leonard, 
judge 
advocate of th e Shenandoah board, 
took a seat at th e prosecution table. 
A bitter flare-up occurred between 
Reid and Moreland wherf the former 
blocked examniation of Eltinge on 
the organization of the aeronautical 
board. 
Reid demanded 
th a t 
the 
prosecution present orders assigning 
the members of the board to their 
posts. 
“ If tha t's the way this case is go­ 
ing to be conducted,” Moreland pro­ 
tested. “ then there w on’t be a rec­ 
ord left in the w ar d epartm ent.” 
“T h at state m ent is uncalled for, 
Reid interrupted. 
“Every objection 
I have made is based on the failure 
of the government properly to pre 
sent its case. 
You’re making horse­ 
play out of this case.” 
Eltinge testified that co-operation 
between the army and navy air ser­ 
vices during the maneuvers was “not 
satisfactory.” 
“What would have happened if w© 
had three services, army, navy and 
air in the maneuvers?” 
“The air service would have over­ 
lapped two services which 
overlap

Reid’s statement caused the court 
to become confused over the contents 
of the papers and Maj. Francis B. 
Wilby, general staff officer conduct­ 
ing the case, explained that they con­ 
tained a war project for Hawaii and] 
no plans for the defense. 
Wilby first tried to get the project 
on record by questioning 
Eltinge, 
but his move wras halted by Reid's 
objections. 
Reid threw the court in an uproar 
when ho askefl if the court was of­ 
fering its testimony "in mitigation 
or extenuation of the acts 
of 
the 
general staff." 
Col. Sherman Moreland, judge ad­ 
vocate, explained that all of the wit­ 
nesses to be called would offer testi­ 
mony in rebuttal of Mitchell’s evi­ 
dence. 
"As we are going to deny," said 
Moreland, "what may be worthy of 
denial of testimony and evidence of­ 
fered by the defense.” 
"This is the first time in history,” 
Reid interrupted, "that I have heard 
of an attempt to rebut evidence of­ 
fered in mitigation.

"You have turned this case up­ 
side down and now we are the prose­ 
cutors and you are on the defensive."

matter how many automobiles a city 
police depaitmcnt may have, if they 
haven't goi sufficient men 
on 
the 
force they will lie at a loss in the 
event of an emergency. 
"In Milwaukee we patrol thirty- 
two square miles, having only 
five 
police stations or about 100,000 resi­ 
dents for a Station. 
I believe we 
ought to have at least one, If not 
two more stations, In the city. With 
two more stations we could meet any 
emergency, such as a hank robbery 
or large holdup and not los** 
any 
time in getting men to the scene. 
"In my years of police work I have 
found 
that 
the 
biggest crook and 
criminal is usually a man of Intelli­ 
gence. 
They usually make a careful 
study of the 'Job' they are going to 
pull and always pick out a section 
where police protection is weakest," 
he said. 
Although Chief Laubenheiiner be­ 
lieves riot guns are effective weapons 
he declared the Milwaukee police de­ 
partment has never found use for 
them and therefore have never in- 
vesfed in any.

ure today In Chicago’s greatest bomb 
conspiracy. 
The young woman, believed to be 
the flrHt woman bomber in the Unit­ 
ed States, Is Mrs. Lena Schrock Rice. 
Her home was with her parents on a 
farm near Rtchwood, Ohio, not far 
from Columbus. 
She met and married H, C. Rice 
and they went to Battle Creek to 
live. 
Three children were born. 
Then, according to her confession 
she tired of domestic life, fled to her 
father’s home and then came to Chi­ 
cago with Fred Wamqulst, who was 
arrested with her early Thanksgiv­ 
ing Day when police caught her in 
the act of placing a high explosive 
bomb in the entrance to a hardware 
store. 
When first arrested the young wo­ 
man gave her name as "Wee McClel­ 
land” and said her home was at 
Columbus, but finally admitted her 
real name and disclosed her past life. 
On n tip from a former member of 
the "bombing syndicate," nearly £g<L 
police officers waited in ambush near 
the hardware store. 
They under­ 
stood It was to be bombed at mid­ 
night because It violated rules In re­ 
maining open on Sundays. 
At 1 A. M. the police net was re­ 
warded. 
Wamqulst and the girl ap­ 
proached the entrance, the girl drop­ 
ped the package and then the two 
ran to a waiting automobile In which 
Joseph Avanzio was waiting. 
Under 
a volley of fire from police guns, the 
three were captured and after sever­ 
al hours of grilling, admitted a bomb 
conspiracy of such proportions that 
State's Attorney Robert E, Crowe to­ 
day went Into criminal court and de­ 
manded special grand jury action. 
From the young woman’s confes­ 
sion, corroborated by that of Wam- 
qu lsl and Avanzio, authorities learn­ 
ed that a "bomb syndicate” has been 
in operation In Chicago 
for 
many 
months, offering to bomb any 
resi­ 
dence or place of business ut prices 
ranging from $500 to $1000, 
Homes of policemen and witnesses 
in criminal trials have been dyna­ 
mited and barber shops and stores 
have been bombed in the past few 
months. 
Forty of these outrages 
can be traced to this "bomb syndi­ 
cate," police believe. 
The so-called syndicate was com­ 
prised of dozens of persons, it is be­ 
lieved, but Wamquist was one of the 
leaders and often the one who placed 
the explosives. 
The girl admitted 
she had laid many of them herself, 
fleeing with Wamquist, who waited 
nearby.

Reid's statement caused the court 
to become confused over the contents 
of the papers and MaJ. Francis B.
